Open-Books Proposal Backed. 

Massachusetts voters made it 
mandatory for unions to file public 
financial statements. They cast 
406.827 ballots for the referendum

The constitutionality of the 
anti- closed shop amendment 
adopted in South TWakota was 
challenged promptiy by the state's 
labor leaders. They said they were 
prepared to take the issue to the 
Supreme Court, 

The amendment won in South 
Dakota by a vote of 51,516 to, 21,- 
392.. Nebraska barred the closed 
shop 189,094 to 128,104 while Ari- 
zona registered 54,237 votes for 
and 41,401 against on th basis of 
pearly confplete returns.

All White House Appointments 
Canceled Except That of Rus- 
sian Foreign Minister. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP)— 
Russian Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov visited President Truman 
at the White House today. On 
emerging he told reporters “I had 
a good conversation with the 
President,” but declined to say 
what they had discussed. Ameri- 
can officials termed the call a 

“courtesy visit.” 

The President was suffering 
from a head cold, picked up on 
his trip to Missouri to vote, and 
all appointments for the day were 
canceled except that of Molotov. 
Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 
said the cold “is nothing serious.” 

Molotov has been attending the 
Big Four foreign ministers’ meet- 
ing in New York, which was in 
recess today. He came to Wash- 
ington to join in an embassy ob- 
servance of the anniversary of the 
Russian revolution.

3. Whether he shall attempt 
to rally dispersed Democratic 
forces around himself as a can- 
didate for re-election in 1948 or 
prepare to step aside then for 
some other nominee, 

G.O.P. Controls Congress. 
Republicans will have a working 
majority in both the Senate and 
the House. 

Late returns brought victory for 
Senator Dennis Chavez (Dem.) in 
his re-election contest with Pat- 
rick Hurley (Rep.) in New Mexico, 

This increased the assured Dem- 
Ocratic strength in the Senate to 


Maryland contests. A House con- 
test in California and one in Utah 
remain in doubt,

John Foster Dulles, an alternate

Many of the U.N. Charter pro- 
visions and much of the American 
work on the European peace 
treaties by the foreign ministers 
reflect especially the ideas of 
Vandenberg and Dulles, 

3 Lines of Speculation. 

Speculation about the signifi- 
cance of the elections developed 
along three main lines: 

1. Vandenberg, because of his 
past record and his dominant 
position in the next Benate, evi- 
dently becomes the strong man 
of the American missions to 
the Big Four Council and the 
U.N. meeting. Chairman -Cone’ 
nally (Dem.), Texas, of the out- 
going Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee moves into a lame 
duck position as far as the 
chairmanship is concerned and 
Byrnes knows Vandenberg will 
be able to block any major 
Byrnes’s proposal if he dis- 
agrees. 

2. What the Republicans do 
with their leadership in Con- 
gress about the day-to-day ap- 

_ plication of foreign policy is re- 
garded by many foreign dele- 
gates as unpredictable. While 
their party “internationalism” is 
not especially questioned, their 
Congressional action on tariffs, 
foreign loans, foreign trade and 
the like will be of utmost. im- 
portance in future policy devel- 
opment. 

3. A question of American re- 
lations with Russia arises from 
the fact that during the pre- 
election campaign Moscow as- 
sailed Vandenberg and his influ- 
ence, while in this country the 
Republicans made an issue over 
domestic Communism. How 
Moscow will adjust itself to the 
new situation remains to be 
seen. One Western diplomat 
with much experience in Mos- 
cow said he believed the Rus- 
sians had long since reconciled 
themselves to Vandenberg’s in- 
fluence. 

Connally’s Views. 

Connally expressed confidence 
that the Republican’ victories 
would not affect American for- 
eign policy.

Commenting on it in 
his memoirs, he wrote: “Woodrow 
Wilson did not think of himself 
but of his country. No better evi- 
dence can be offered to prove the 
high type of his statesmanship 
and the purity of the motives 
which inspired him in the conduct 
of his great office. He considered 
this proposed action a public duty, 
not a personal sacrifice.” 


Differences in Circumstances. 

But while the procedures pro- 
posed by Wilson and Fulbright are 
the same—Wilson would have had 
to obtain the agreement of his 


‘Vice President, Thomas R. Mar- 


shall—the circumstances are not- 
ably different in certain respects. 
Here are some fundamental fur- 
ther considerations: 


1. The 1916 election was a 
presidential election, not a mid- 
term election. Had Wilson been 
defeated he would have had only 
until March 4, 1917, to serve— 
four months. President Truman 
has two more years. 


2, Hughes would have been an 
elected President even though in 
effect appointed ahead of time 
by Wilson, Were Truman to re- 
sign in favor of a Republican 
whom he had previously ap- 
pointed Secretary of State, he 
would be hand-picking a Presi- 
dent without reference to the 
hallot box. Confirmation of the 
appointment to Cabinet post by 
a freshly remade Senate would 
be the nearest such a President 
would come to undergoing pub- 
lic approval, 
8. There is a chance, even if 
a dark one, that the Democratic 
fortunes May improve enough 
before. 1048 to give Truman’s 
party an opportunity for the 
presidency two years from now, 
Were the President to resign 
that act in itself would de- 
moralize party organization and 
activity virtually to the vanish- 
ing point. It would forfeit the 
power to dispense Federal pa- 
tronage to the political enemy. 
All these things would go 
against every lesson Harry Tru- 
man has learned in the Pender- ' 
gast School of Practical Poli- 
tics. 
It may be asked why the Wil- 
son plan is not better known, The 
answer is that it was kept top 
secret in 1916 and was not re- 
vealed until the publication of 
Lansing’s recollections and of the 
letter itself in 1937 in one of the 
volumes on Wilson's life by Ray 
Stannard Baker, official biogra- 
pher. By that time it was 20- 
year-old history. 
As a historian, Wilson knew how 
the continuation of the Buchanan 
administration for four months 
after Lincoln’s election in 1860 af- 
fected the problems of state. He 
did not want to be a party to 
such a stalemate in those critical 
months which, as it happened, 
were leading to a declaration of 
war on Germany, in April, 1917. 
So he discussed his plan with 
Col. E. M. House, his closest ad- 
viser, and with Postmaster Gen- 
eral A. 8S. Burleson. 

Wilson’s Letter. 
The day before the election, he 
wrote his extraordinary letter at 
Shadow Lawn, N.J. It was hand- 
delivered by Frank Polk to Sec- 
retary Lansing when the latter ar- 
rived in New York after voting. 
The text is as follows: 
My dear Mr. Secretary: 

There is a matter which has 
occupied my thoughts through- 
out the campaign and which I 
want to lay before you before 


those whom the people trust, 
and trust at ths time of deci- 
sion and action. The whole 
country has long perceived, 
without knowing how to rem- 
edy, the extreme disadvantage 
of having to live for four 
months after an election under 
a party whose guidance had 
been rejected at the polls. Here 
is the remedy, at any rate so far 
as the Executive is concerned. 
In ordinary time it would per- 
haps not be necessary to apply 
it. But it seems to me that in 
the existing circumstances it 
would be imperatively neces- 
sary. The choice of.policy in re- 
spect of our foreign relations 


rests with the Executive. No 
such critical circumstances in 
regard to our foreign policy 
have ever before existed. It 
would be my duty to step aside 
so that there would be no doubt 
in any quarter how that policy 
was to be directed, towards 
what objects and by what 
means. I would have no right to 
risk the peace of the nation by 
remaining in office after I had 
lost my authority. | 


I hope and believe that your 
own judgment will run with 
mine in this critical matter. 
Cordially and faithfully yours, 


WOODROW WILSON. 


P.S. I beg that you will re- 
gard this in the strictest sense 
confidential until I shall have 
had an opportunity to discuss it 
with you in person, should cir- 
cumstances make it practical 
problem of duty.

The Aftermath. 


Wilson’s seeming forecast of 
his own defeat almost came true. 
Hughes carried all the populous 
states of the East and Middlewest 
and went to bed on election night 
thinking that he wag President- 
elect. Newspapers so described 
him and at the door of his house 
in New York, it was said that 
“the President could not be dis- 
turbed.” 


But as the returns came in from 
the West, one State after another 
went for Wilson and finally, after 
the result had been in doubt for 
four days, California gave him its 
electoral strength by a narrow 
popular margin. That tipped the 
scales to Wilson and the plan to 
resign in favor of Hughes was 
forgotten. 


Baker wrote that there was no 
doubt that Wilson would have car- 
ried out his plan had Hughes 
been elected. But it is worth 
noting that in 1918, when the 
midterm election cost Wilson both 
the House and Senate, he appar- 
ently did not even entertain the 
idea. By that time he was a 
world leader for an organized 
peace and firmly committed in his 
own heart to bring a League of 
Nations into reality. It would 
have been asking a lot to have 
proposed resignation under those 
historic circumstances, Under the 
bi-partisan plan worked out by 
Roosevelt and followed by Tru- 
man, foreign policy is no such 
issue today as it was then. 


Incidentally, Woodrow Wilson in 
1918 took no such defeat as Tru- 
man did on Tuesday even though 
Wilson likewise lost Congress. For 
there was still at least a sprin- 
kling of Democratic Senators in 
the Middlewest in the 1919 session 
—from Ohio, from Missouri, from 
Nebraska. When the Senate con- 
venes next January, Senator Scott 
W. Lucas of Illinois will be the 
only Democratic Senator north of 
the Ohio river from Pennsylvania 
all the way to Colorado! 


This action may be taken when 
OPA’s so-called master decontrol 
list is announced, possibly this 
weekend. Elimination of price 
ceilings on clothing and textiles 
automatically would free these in- 
dustries of wage controls. 


“Both price and wage decontrol 
will continue to be speeded up all 
along the line as outlined by 
President Truman when he an- 
nounced the end of meat ceilings,” 
a high official said. 

He added that h:ads of govern- 
ment agencies have been holding 
conferences to determin: whether 
such items as automobiles and bas- 
ic commodities like coa’, building 
materials, steel and other metals 
should be freed of controls at this 
time. 

Building Material Issue, 
“We may have to keep controls 
on in those fields for a while, but 
the whole matter still is wide 
open,” the official said. “It would 
be difficult to hold prices there 
while virtually everything else is 
decontrolled.” 

He added that much considera- 
tion is being given to contract- 
ors’ contentions that the veterans’ 
housing program would move 
faster if building materials were 
decontrolled, Housing Adminis- 
trator Wilson Wyatt had opposed 
removing these ceilings. 

Tied to the forthcoming an- 
nouncement of OPA's decontrol 
list will be the Administration’s 
decision on what to do about the 
Wage Stabilization Board. 

The future of this panel has 
been in doubt since industry mem- 
bers submitted their resignations 
early in October. Labor and pub- 
lic members stayed on, but there 
have been demands by business 
and union leaders that the board 
be scrapped, 

Officials familiar with adminis- 
traticrn. discussion of the board 
said, however, it probably would 
be retained in modified form. 
OPA said today that many cot- 
ton garments for infants and chil- 
dren would cost 10 to 15 per cent 
more, while men's individually 
packaged handkerchiefs would go 
up 25 per cent. 

The agency said this would re- 
sult from allowing manufacturers 
to add increases in labor and ma- 
terial costs to present ceilings. 

A smaller increase in men’s low- 
cost tailored clothing was pre- 
dicted by OPA as the result of an 
order permitting manufacturers to 
include in their ceilings a recent 
10 per cent rise for certain woolen 
and worsted fabrics. Officials 
said retail prices would be 3 or 4 
per cent higher. 

More Ceilings Lifted. 
Major decontrol actions yester- 
day lifted price ceilings from 
household vacuum cleaners and at- 
tachments, feathers and down, do- 
mestic ironing machines and 
clothes dryers, and mouton lamb 
and rabbit fur skins. 

OPA granted a price increase of 
60 cents per square on stained red 
cedar shingles, both individually 
and. bundls dipped. The agency 
also authorized a price increase 
of 35 cents per square on stained 
red cedar machine- processed 
shakes, a type of shingle used for 
roofing and sidings. 

The increases are to remain in 
effect for 60 days, after which 
prices will be subject to revision 
on the basis of information fur- 
nished by producers, OPA said. 
The agency added that the price 
boosts complied with a directive 
from the national housing agency 
intended to increase output of 
building material. 


The right wing group 
that the tag of Communist domi- 
nation which the Republicans re- 
peatedly pinned on the CIO, the 
CIO-PAC and the Democratic 
party in the campaign was a prin- 
cipal factor in the result of the 
voting Tuesday. 

Philip Murray, CIO president, 
for years has tried to keep pace 
between the right and left wings 
of his organization. Earlier this 
year he told a convention of his 
own steel workers’ union that the 
CIO would never allow Commu- 
nists to gain control over CIO 
unions, but that Communists 
could be members is they desired. 
Recently Murray has been 
threatening to quit. One of his 
reported reasons is that he con- 
stantly is being called on to settle 
right-left squabbles. 

An associate said Murray hasn't 
decided whether to stand for re- 
eiection two weeks hence. 

His aids think that Murray will 
be drafted, thereby tending to 
strengthen his hand in getting 
touch with CIO Communist  ele- 
ments. There hasn't been much 
outward evidence of any top CIO 
men campaigning for Murray’s 
job. 


TRUMAN WAS G.0,P.'S$ BEST 
VOTE GETTER, SAYS U.S, RED 


CHICAGO, Nov. 7 (UP)

Mexico Sends More Beer to U.S. 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 7 (UP)— 
The beer shortage in the United 
States has boomed Mexico's ex- 
port, figures released by the Fed- 
eration of Chambers of Commerce 
show. California alone imported 
4,000,000 gallons of beer from 
Mexico in the last year, as com-

pared with 150,000 gallons in 1942. 


It was conceded that the South- 
ern Democrats might be some- 
what chastened by their fall from 
power and feel they ought 
return to being Democrats.

Who Is to Co-operate.

Three Other Races. 

In three other congressional dis- 
tricts. PAC had strong leanings, | 
but took no official stand.

RAINS MAKE MONTH 
ALREADY WETTEST 
NOVEMBER SINCE ’42 


Steady Downpour Adds .97 
of an Inch; Year’s Total 
50.62 Inches. 


A steady downpour yesterday 
and early today during which .97 
of an inch of rain fell, nearly half 
of it between 11 p.m. and mid- 
night, brought the amount for the 
year thus far to 50.62 inches, This 
is the second largest amount since 
1859, when 61.40 were recorded, 
and marks the eighth time in 109- 
year history of the Weather Bu- 
reau here that rainfall in St. Louis 
has exceeded 50 inches, 

Harry F. Wahlgren, meteorolo- 
gist in charge of the office, com- 
mented, “This is already the wet- 
test November since 1942, if we 
don't get another drop all month.” 
In 1942, the total month’s rainfall 
was 4.40 inches. The first seven 
days of the month, when .63 of 
an inch can normally be expected, 
have brought 4.01 inches this year. 

“We have a good chance to pass 
the 1927 mark of 50.83 inches this 
year, but we still have a long way 


to go yet for the record of 68.83 


inches, set in 1858,” Wahlgren 
said. “It looks as though we ought 
to have at least a couple of nice 
days ahead of us now, though. To- 
day and tomorrow should be fair, 
with the highest temperatures in 
the middle 60s, and the lowest to- 
morrow morning about 45.” 

Of the .97 of an inch of rain 
recorded at the downtown office 
for the 24 hours ending at 7 
o'clock this morning, .45 of an inch 
fell between 11 o’clock and mid- 
night. The station at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field recorded 1.22 for 
the 24 hours. The extremely heavy 
rainfall apparently was concen- 
trated in the east-central portion 
of Missouri and adjoining Illinois, 
Wahlgren said, with 1.61 inches at 
St. Charles: 1.44 at Valley Park, 
1.46 at Grafton and 1.15 at Alton.

Two-year-old Gerald Lester Wil- 
son was in serious condition at 
City Hospital today, suffering 
from bruises of the arms, wrists, 
ankles and legs, extreme neglect 
and undernourishment. Police 
early today arrested Edward Dal- 
ton, operator of a rooming house 
at 1002A Chestnut street, who was 
taking care of Gerald and booked 


him suspected of mistreating the 
child, 


Mrs. Howard Wilson, mother of 
Gerald, told the Post-Dispatch she 
had not seen her child from Sept. 
30, when she left him in Dalton’s 
care, until Monday, when Dalton 
brought the child to her, saying 
he was sick. 

“When I saw the baby,” she re- 
lated, “he looked like he hadn't 
had a bite to eat for two weeks, 
and when we took off his clothes 
at the hospital he had sores all 
over his body and bad bruises on 
his face and arms.” 

Mrs, Wilson, 32 years old, is 
about to have another child. Her 
husband, a sergeant and a gunner 
in the Army Air Forces is absent 
without leave from the Pine Cas- 
tle, Fla., air base, she said, and 
she has not seen him for four 
months. They also have a 5-year- 
old daughter who is living in a 
St. Louis nursery. 

Says Mother Refused to Take Son. 
Dalton told police he tried three 
times to get Mrs. Wilson to take 
her son back but she refused. 
Then on Monday, he said, he took 
the child to a physician, who told 
him Gerald had inflamed eyes, 
and sores on the ankles and legs, 
due to neglect. The physician rec- 
ommended taking the boy to a 
hospital, Dalton said. 

Dalton, a laborer, denied mis- 
treatment of the c hild. He said 
that Gerald fell down some steps 
several days ago, suffering bruises. 
“I kept Gerald as long as pos- 
sible at the rooming house,” Mrs. 
Wilson related. “A social worker 
tried to help me find a place for 
him but no nursery would take 
him because he still needed 
diapers. Dalton and his wife were 
the only ones who would take him. 
I paid them $10 a month. Then 
I moved to the Garrick Hotel at 
523A Chestnut street. 

“On Monday, Dalton tried to 
leave the baby at the Social 
Security office at 715 Market 
street. He knew I went there to 
get rent and relief money. I wasn’t 
there and so he went to the hotel. 
I wasn’t there either. A friend 
of mine who saw him said he 
handled the boby like a sack of 
flour, Then Dalton went back to 
the Social Security office and 
found me there. 

Looks Starved, Mother Says. 
“T asked, ‘What have you been 
doing to Gerald? He looks like 
he’s been starved.’ Dalton said 
he was skinny because he couldn't 
keep anything down. I asked him 
why he hadn't taken him to the 
hospital. He said he had been 
giving him some tablets and 
handed them to me. It looked 
like the baby had had rubber 
pants on all the time.” 

Miss Marjorie Beal, 4101 Laba- 
die, who formerly roomed with 
the _Daltons, told police she saw 
the child in Dalton’s room one day 
about a month ago, with a rope 
tied to his ankle and the other 
end tied to the leg of a stove. 
She said she gave Gerald a drink 
of water but did not report the in- 
cident to police because she was 
afraid of Dalton. 

Mrs, Wilson said she had known 
Dalton and his wife about a year, 
having roomed with them several 
times. Dalton is held at the Cen- 
tral District.

The sweep of Missouri by Re- 
publican candidates Tuesday is 
likely to result in a party cocki- 
ness which will make the next 
state primary campaign one of the 
‘most spirited in the Republican 
party in the history of the state. 
Already signs of a strong con- 
test between city and rural Re- 


cipal offices to be filled in 1948 
are appearing. 

There is a basis for the confi- 
dence, which, however, could 
prove a mistaken one if the Con- 
gress should muddle its responsi- 
bility through a misconstruction 
of the plain mandate the voters 
have given it to exercise its au- 
thority conscientiously in the in- 
terest of the whole country. 

The state Republican organiza- 
tion is likely to look upon the vic- 
tory of its candidates as an as- 
surance of Republican success in 
1948, and undoubtedly there will 
be a host of candidates for all 
major offices. 

Election facts which inspire Re- 
publican confidence are: 

A majority of just under 60,000 
for James P. Kem, Kansas City 
lawyer, for United States Senator, 
is the biggest Republican majority 
for a state candidate in the history 
of Missouri elections with the sole 
exception of 1920, when Arthur M. 
Hyde topped that figure in the 


Harding landslide in his races for 
the governorship. 
Republican Election Gains. 

For the first time since Civil 
War reconstruction days both 
United States Senators from Mis- 
souri are Republicans. 

The Republicans elected nine of 
the 13 candidates for United 
States Representatives in Con- 
gress. Only once befote has the 
Republican representation in the 
Missouri delegation been as large, 
in 1921-22 following the Harding 
landslide, when 14 of the then 
16 Missouri Congressmen were Re- 
publicans. 

St. Louis returned to the Re- 
publican column for the first time 
in a major state election since 
1928. 

The usual Democratic major- 
ity in Kansas City and Jackson 
county was reduced almost to the 
vanishing point, the Republicans 
even carrying the county for some 
offices, 

They have seen the Pendergast 
organization, which was striving 
to a return to its old power, 
crushed in its infantile efforts.

John Cassimatis Reunited 
With Children Who Had 
Been Living in Athens. 


The two daughters of John Cas- 
simatis, Greek restaurant owner, 
were learning about American life 
today following their arrival here 
from Greece Tuesday to end a 
19-year from __—ittheir 
father. 

Relatives and friends filled the 
Cassimatis home at 1142 Lawn 
avenue yesterday, greeting the two 
young women, They are Ariadne, 
20 years old, and Thekla, 19. Their 
father operates the Missouri Grill 
at 701 North Twelfth boulevard. 

In 1927, Cassimatis explained to 
a reporter, he closed a restaurant 
he had opened here several years 
earlier to return to Athens with 
his wife and Ariadne. Mrs. Cassi- 
matis was in poor health, and the 
family hoped that a visit with her 
relatives might restore her, 

Thekla was born shortly after 
ithe family arrived in Athens, 
‘When Mrs. Cassimatis’s health 
'failed to improve, Cassimatis left 
the girls with her and returned 
‘to St. Louis, expecting the family 
'to join him here in a few months. 

Mrs. Cassimatis did not recover, 
however, and she remained in 
Athens with the girls. She died 
‘there in 1941 during the war. The 
igirls lived with an aunt after the 
'death of their mother,-and man- 
aged to survive the German occu- 
pation by selling everything they 
owned, 

Cassimatis did not learn of his 
wife's death or receive any news 
of his daughters until the war 
ended last year. He began mak- 
ing arrangements through the Red 
Cross to bring the girls to this 
country,

James E. Murray of Montana is 
chairman and Senator Claude Pep- 
per of Florida an influential mem- 
ber.

Lawrence McDaniel and succeeded 
in having him beaten for Gover- 
nor at the same time that the 
rest of the Democratic ticket was 
winning by 100,000, ... ,"he said.

“It is 
generally thought that it was 
Hannegan who convinced Mr. Tru- 
man that he must maintain a close 
aldance with the Communist- 
dominated CIO-PAC.”

The total major party vote, with 
the count far from complete, came 
eut 32,708,200, which indicated the 
official figures may show a rec- 
erd for an off-year election. The 
previous mark was over 36,000,000 
in 1938. A pre-election estimate 
by state officials and political 


leaders calculated the vote at 
25,421,339. 
The incomplete returns from 


Tuesday's elections, with the high- 
est vote used in each state wheth- 
er for Governor, Senator, Repre- 
gentative-at-Large, or combined 
House figures, showed these re- 
gults for the country as a whole: 

Republican vote, 17,914,073. 

Democratic vote, 14,794,127. 

The tabulation did not include 
Louisiana, Mississippi or South 
Carolina where figures were not 
kept on unopposed candidates or 
where the actual vote will not be 
known for weeks.

War Bride Gets One to Five 
Years in Shooting of 
Husband. 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., Nov. 7 (AP) 
—Mrs. Bridget Waters, Irish war 
bride, today began a one-to-five- 
year prison term. 4 

Mrs. Waters, 26. years old, con- 
victed Sunday of manslaughter in 
the shooting of her husband, 
Frank Knowlton Waters, was sen- 
tenced yesterday by District Judge 
A. S. Henderson, who rejected a 
defense appeal that she be sen- 
tenced merely for a gross mis- 
demeanor: and let off with a 
$1000 fine which is permissible 
under Nevada law. Her prison 
term could be shortened to Il 
months under parole laws,

her 18-months-old son as she was 
led away to prison, The boy will

Mrs. Waters was convicted of 
shooting her bank teller-lawyer

to her apartment last Sept. 2 to 
visit their baby. She _ testified 
Waters, a former overseas techni- 
cian for the United States Army, 
had glared at her and the baby 
“viciously,” and that he had told 
her, “I'm going to have a divorce 
if I have to get rid of you both.”

When asked if the ace sig- 
nal caller would be ready for the 
national championship game Sat- 
urday in New York he replied, 


“Yes, I think so.” 

Simmons Coming Around, Too. 

At the same time Dr. Caton also 
reported favorably on the condi- 
tion of Floyd Simmons, right half- 
back from Portland, Ore., who 
ruptured a. blood vessel in his 
right leg during practice Monday. 

The physician said the swelling 
in Simmong@s leg went down two 
inches last night and added he 
would recommend to Coach Frank 
Leahy that the halfback leave 
with the rest of the 36-man Irish 
squad this afternoon,

practice session this morning but 
suggested that Leahy use him 
sparingly both in the short drill 
today and in the scheduled work- 
out after the team arrives at Bear 
Mountain, N.Y.

The bank had its origin in a 
genera] recognition that the wide- 
spread devastation which the war 
had brought to Europe and the 
industrial backwardness or under- 
development of certain countries 
menaced the economic health of 
the whole world. And it was plain 
to those who viewed this problem 
that the capital loans required to 
meet it would be beyond the 
capacities of private investors or 
even of governments acting uni- 
laterally. The problem was of such 
magnitude that it could be met 
only through world co-operation. 

Birth of Bank and Fund. 

Accordingly, at the invitation 
ef the United States, representa- 
tives of 44 nations met at Bret- 
yon Woods, N.H., early in the 
summer of 1944 and framed the 
ronstitutions of two complemen- 
tary institutions — the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund and the In- 
ternational Bank. 

The essential objective of the 
fund is the revival and expansion 
of international trade through the 
promotion of exchange stability 
and the elimination of the destruc- 
tive exchange practices which in- 
hibited the flow of world trade 
before the war. 

The essential objective of the 
bank is to promote the interna- 
tional flow of long-term capital 
and to assure funds for the recon- 
struction of devastated areas and 
the development of resources in 
member countries. 

Together, these institutions, 
wisely and effectively admin- 
istered, can help nation and peo- 
ples to raise their standards of 
living through more efficient pro- 
duction and through freer inter- 
change of the goods they produce. 
If they succeed in this, they will 
have laid a sound foundation for 
the political measures requisite 
to the maintenance of peace.

Increased world trade must go 
hand in hand with increased 
production resulting from _ in- 
creased efficiency. There can 
be no better means of raising 
living standards everywhere 
than the ready interchange 
among peoples of what each is 
able to produce most economi- 
cally. And it is equally true that 
there can be no better basis for 
friendly relationships and mu- 
tual understanding among peo- 
ples than commerce of this sort. 


I have said that the bank is 
necessarily concerned with the 
uses to which its funds are put by 
borrowers. Permit me, if you 
will, to go back to an observation 
I made more than a quarter of a 
century ago in connection with 
the fostering of international in- 
vestment after the first world war. 
I remarked in an address to the 
American Manufacturers Export 
Association at that time that 
“credit is a little like some drugs. 
In the hands of people who know 
its powers but also its dangers, it 
is the most helpful, useful and 
healingtthing in the world. But 
like those drugs, with misuse, with 
carelessness and with habitual in- 
dulgence to excess, it can become 
the most demoralizing, disinte- 
grating and destructive agency.” 

I think that this warning is no 
less pertinent and applicable to- 
day. The credit supplied by the 
International Bank must be credit 
that is put to work, credit that is 
employed to produce wealth. 

In reviewing the applications to 
the International Bank for loans, 
I find a listing of programs re- 
quiring material, machinery and 
technical manpower, all of which 
it is assumed will be available if 
funds are available. 

But money alone, of itself, does 
not provide materials, machinery 
and technical manpower. It is 
merely one of the tools to that 
end. 

Sources of Material and Labor. 

This brings us to the question 
of the sources from which mate- 
rials, machines and skilled tech- 
nicians are available. 


The International Bank is not 
intended to compete with private | 
banks. On the contrary, it is de- 
signed to serve as a buttress to 
private finance. One of its stated 
functions is “to promote private 
foreign investment.” 

But private investors can hardly 
be expected to make foreign loans | 
until they have some reasonable 
assurance that the borrowers are 
approaching a balanced economic 
position. Credit, if obtainable at 
all, would presumably be at short 
term and relatively high rates. 
This would not enable the carry- 
ing out of long-range tasks of re- 
construction and development— 
the very tasks prerequisite to at- 
tainment of balanced economic po- 
sitions. The bank must serve dur- 
ing the transitional period follow- 
ing the war to achieve what pri- 
vate banking facilities would not 
for some time be in a position to 


achieve. 

The bank is empowered to ex- 
tend credit in three principal 
ways. First, it may lend directly 
out of its own capital funds. Sec- 
ond. it may lend out of funds 
which it borrows through the is-| 
suance of its own obligations in 
the private capital markets of. 
member countries. Third, it may 
guarantee, in whole or in part, | 


joans made through the usual in- | 
vestment channels. 

Direct loans are to be made by 
the bank only when they cannot 
be floated through the 
channels at reasonable rates. 
it is clear, I think, that the bank 
will serve not as a damper upon 
private investment but as a stimu- 
lus to it, expanding the investment 
sphere by acting as a stabilizer 
and guarantor of private loans 
and by promoting the conditions 
under which private investment 
can prove fruitful... . 

_ The bank, charged as it is with 
responsibility for promoting genu- 
.jne programs of reconstruction 
and long-range development of re- 
sources in borrowing countries, is 
very much concerned with the 
uses to which its loans are put. 
The funds of the bank can have 
little real utility if they are ap- 
plied merely to the repair of old 
and -obsolescent machinery and 
the restoration of antiquated pro- 
duction processes. 

Modernization of Industry. 

The great economic need is for 
a radical modernization of indus- 
trial techniques. Only as modern- 
ization takes place can the coun- 
tries of Europe make their full 
contribution to the world’s wealth 
and bring themselves into a posi- 
tion to buy—and pay for—the im- 
ports they require. And only thus, 
of course, can they bring them- 
selves into a position to repay to

During the war this country mo- 


bilized its full resources of man 


and womanpower for production, 
Every possible stimulus to pro- 
duction was used. While there 
were interruptions in production, 
they were not on a major scale.

New York — Irving M. Ives 
(Rep.), 50 years old, has beeh a 
key state legislator for more than 
16 years. First elected to the 
State Assembly in 1930, he became 
minority leeder in 1935, and 
spe: ker a year later. Since 1937, 
as majority leader, he has borne 
the brunt of praise and blame for 
the Republican 
gram, 


Ives’s leadership, his Republican 
majority served Democratic Gov.,; 
Herbert H. Lehman. It was Leh- 
man who unsuccessfully contested 
the Senate seat with Ives in Tues- 
day’s election, 

Ives was responsible largely for 
arf act establishing the state De- 
partment of Commerce and the 
law prohibiting discrimination in 
employment, 

His home is at Norwich, N.Y. 

Massachusetts — Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr. (Rep.), 44, is a grand- 
son of Henry Cabot Lodge, who 
was the Bay State’s Senator from 
1893 to his death in 1924. 

He was graduated from Har- 
vard College, and was a news man 
on the old Boston Transcript, and 
on the Washington staff of the 
New York Herald Tribune before 
e tering politics in his home state 
in 1932. 

This was Lodge’s third suc- 
cessful campaign for the Senate. 
He defeated James M. Curley in 
1936, and former Representative 
Joseph E. Casey (Dem.), in 1942, 
resigning a year later to enter the 
Army. In Tuesday’s election he 
defeated veteran Senator David I. 
Walsh. 

Lodge served two terms as a 
“tate Representative before run- 
ning for Senator in 1936. 

Lodge is a descendant of one 
of the first families which settled 
Massachusetts. He is married and 
the father of two sons. 

Connecticut—Gov. Raymond E. 
Baldwin, 54, has been the dominant 
figure in the Republican party in 
his home state since 1938 when 
he defeated Wilbur L. Cross 
(Dem.), 84-year-old retired dean of 
the Yale Graduate School who 
was then seeking a fifth guber- 
natorial term. 

Defeated for the governorship in 
1940, Baldwin bounced back with 
a victory two years later and won 


legislative pro-; 
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high shcool at the age of 21, com- 
pleted the regular four-year course 
in one year, and went to Mar- 
quette University at Milwaukee, 
Where he graduated from law 
school in 1935. In 1939, at the age 
of 29, he became the youngest 
Circuit Judge in Wisconsin his- 
tory. 

McCarthy took leave from the 
judgeship in 1942 and enlisted in 
the Marine Corps as a private. He 
later was commissioned and 
served with a South Pacific bomb- 
er squadron, While in the Marines 
he entered the 1944 Republican 
senatorial primary and ran _ sec- 
ond to Senator Alexander Wiley 
who subsequently won the elec- 
tion, 


Washington — Harry P. Cain 
(Rep.), 40, was a Democrat as 
late as the Jackson day dinner of 


1942, but switched parties after 
asserting the New Deal was de- 
generating into political expedi- 
ency and quackery. He is a for- 
mer mayor of Tacoma. He was 
defeated for the Senate two years 
ago, when he campaigned in ab- 
sentia, while serving as an Army 
officer in Europe, for the seat 
now held by Senator Warren G. 
Magnuson (Dem.). 


Cain is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of the South. He was a 
bank employe before his oratorical 
ability took him into local poli- 
tics at 33. He is married and has 
two children. 

Indiana—William E. Jenner, 38, 
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has been Republican state chair- 
man, served four terms in the 
State Senate and two months in 
Washington as a “short term” 
Senator. A Bedford lawyer, he 
served two years with the Army 
Air Forces and was elected to an 
interim term in the Senate in 
1944 while in an Army hospital. 
Returning to Indiana in 1945, Jen- 
ner was elected state chairman, a 
post he resigned to gain the sena- 
torial nomination. 


Delaware — John J. Williams, 
(Rep.), 42, is a political unknown 
from Millsboro, Del, He is a life- 
long Republican who never pre- 
viously ran for public office. 
James Tunnell, (Dem.), whom he 
defeated, has been his attorney. 
The new Senator is one of 11 
children. He is owner and operator 
of 19 poultry farms anc partner 
in a feed store in Millsboro. He is 
married and has one daughter. 

Virginia — Absalom Willis Rob- 
ertson (Dem.), 59, who succeeds 
the late Senator Carter Glass, has 
represented the Virginia Seventh 
District in the House since 1932 
and has been in public life since 
1916 when he began a six-year 
tenure in the State senate. 
Through his service on the House 
Ways and Means Committee, he 
achieved prominence as a tax ex- 
pert. As chairman of the House 
Wild Life Committee he contin- 
ued in Congress a life-long inter- 
est in game conservation. He is

ward Soviet Russia. 

, French President-Foreign Min- 
ister Georges Bidault’s M.R.P. 
party organ, L’Aube, interpreted 
the results of the polling as a vote 
“for Byrnes against Wallace.” 

It said the “Munich-like pro- 
posals” of Henry Wallace, former 
United States Secretary of Com- 
merce, were “in great part respon- 
sible for the defeat of the Demo- 
cratic party” and termed Secre- 
tary of State James F. Byrnes 
“the great victor in the elections.” 

Like most French papers, it 
viewed the Republican triumph as 
a reinforcement of America's stiff- 
ened attitude toward Russia and 
assured its readers that the Re- 
publican victory did not mean a 
return to isolationism. 


Pravda’s COmment. 

In Moscow, the Communist 
newspaper Pravda, commenting 
on the Republican sweep, said that 
“he who squandered the political 
capital acquired by Roosevelt nat- 
urally cannot receive interest on 
this capital.” 

“The elections revealed that the 
so-called ‘two-party policy’ (of 
unanimity in foreign relations) 
which the successors to Roosevelt 
claimed as one of their merito- 
rious accomplishments is pure il- 
lusion,” the commentary said. 

“The Republicans exposed this 
illusion and proved that authoriz- 
ing and drafting of the present 
foreign policy of the U.S.A. really 
belongs to them.” 

The article said the Democrats 
had delayed an “appeal for aid 
to the ghost of Roosevelt.” Not- 
ing Gov. Thomas E. Dewey’s re- 
election in New York, the news- 
paper said that “renders proba- 
ble his second nomination in the 
presidential elections of 1948.” 

Berlin Reaction, 

In Berlin, the British-licensed 
Telegraf predicted that the Re- 
publican victory would “very 
likely result in a stiffening of the 
American attitude toward the So- 
viet Union.”

Even in Ruhr 
cities like Duisburg, where be- 
fore Hitler they were the strong- 
est party, the Communists got 
only about 15 per cent of the to- 
tal, or roughly one-third the vote 
of the Social Democrat party 
which prior to 1933 was far be- 
hind them.

During the days immediately 
following Germany’s collapse, the 
Communists, with characteristic 
energy and discipline, plunged 
themselves into various kinds of 
political and social activities, par- 
ticularly trade union organiza- 


tion, and early gained the appear- 


ance of being potentially the 
dominant political force. 
Gradually, however, it has be- 


come clear that they occupy no 
such commanding position, but 
stand a poor third behind the 
Social Democrats and the Chris- 
tian Democratic Union. Not even 
the rise to power of their col- 
leagues in the Russian zone, 
through the maneuver of a 
forced union with the _ Social 
Democrats, has served to arrest 
the at least temporary falling 


his third term in 1944, His 25,000- 
vote triumph in that year, when 
the late President Roosevelt car- 
ried Connecticut by 44,000, won | 
him mention as a possible 1948 
vice-presidential candidate.

Bricker waged one of the most 
diligent campaigns in Ohio this 
fall—and his speeches bristled 
with attacks on “bureaucracy,” 
the CIO-Political Action Commit- 
tee and the OPA. 

Bricker has held state offices 
since 1923. He started with ap- 
pointment as state assistant attor- 
ney general, After four years he 
retired to private law practice 
until 1929, when he was appointed 
to the state utilities commission. 

In 1932, one of three Repub- 
lican state candidates to survive a 
Democratic landslide, Bricker was 
elected attorney general and re- 
elected two years later. He served 
as QOhio’s governor from 1939 
through 1944 when he ran as the 
losing Republican vice presiden- 
tial nominee. 

Born in nearby Madison county, 
Bricker attended Ohio State Uni- 
versity, where he captained the 
debating team and was a catcher 
on the baseball nine. In the first 
world war he served at Camp 
Sheridan as an athletic instructor 
and was commissioned a first lieu- 
tenant in the chaplain corps. He 
is married and has a son, Jack, 15.

Idea for Mr. Truman 


Housing is, has been and will continue to be 
the nation’s No. 1 problem. It is a problem for 
which the Congress has recognized responsibility 
by passing the Veterans’ Emergency Housing 
Act and by considering other legislation. It isa 
problem to which the President has, from time 
to time, addressed himself, such as in his good 
appointment of Wilson Wyatt as Housing Ex- 
pediter and in his recent removal of tariff du- 
ties on foreign lumber. 

But—and this is the tragedy of it—housing 
simply isn’t yielding in sufficient volume to the 
efforts of Congress, the President and Mr. Wyatt. 
All over the country people are looking for de- 
cent places to live. They are being charged exor- 
bitant prices for old houses. They are doubling 
up, living in cramped quarters and undergoing a 
spiritual, as well as physical, degeneration as a 
result. There are murders over housing, divorces 
over housing and, if conditions do not improve, 
there may be riots over housing. 

Mr. Truman knows he has suffered in public 
esteem. He knows he has lost popularity. He 
knows public confidence in his leadership has 
been impaired. If he did not know these things, 
he read them in Tuesday’s election returns. One 
way the President could win his way back to 
popularity is to take personal leadership of the 
housing mess, and to place every important 
phase of it in his own hands. 

Wyatt is an excellent man and a good fighter, 
but he has been fighting with inadequate leader- 
ship and inadequate support. Witness, for ex- 
ample, his long dispute with the Civilian Produc- 
tion Administration over allocation of materials. 
Wyatt charged the CPA with diverting badly 
needed housing materials to non-housing pur- 
poses. While veterans and others are desperate 
for homes, CPA has authorized all kinds of in- 
dustrial and commercial construction and, what’s 
worse, the construction of sheer luxury and 
amusement projects. 

A more recent example is Wyatt's battle with 
the RFC over loans and his fight with WAA 
over factory space for prefabricated housing. 
Young, smart Wyatt knows that prefabrication 
is one of the very brightest hopes for quick hous- 
ing relief, but he has been meeting opposition 
at every turn. It is absurd that he should be 
meeting it in the Government ‘itself. Here we 
have the spectacle of presidential appointment 
of one man to get an emergency job done, while 
other presidential appointees are permitted to 
sabotage him, 

Wyatt wanted the RFC to lend $32,000,000 to 
a certain corporation for the construction of pre- 
fabricated houses, but the RFC felt it was not 
a good loan, This is the same RFC that was 
formed during the Hoover Administration to bail 
out the banks and industry, the same RFC that 
has shoveled out billions for a myriad of pur- 
poses in peace and war. It was not created as 
an orthodox banking concern, but one to serve 
the nation in emergencies. The yardstick the 
RFC applied to the $32,000,000 loan is consid- 
ered by Wyatt a very narrow one. 

Altogether, Wyatt wants the RFC to put up 
$65,000,000 for prefabricated housing, and he 
thinks it would be a good investment. To win 
the war, the nation thought in terms of billions 
and, indeed, unless it had done so, the war might 
still be on. Mr. Roosevelt, in one of the biggest 
political gambles he ever took, authorized two 
billion dollars for perfection of the atomic bomb 
alone. The gamble worked, and no doubt thou- 
sands of American boys are alive today because 
of this. 

During the war, we built housing, camps, guns, 
airplanes, and a thousand other things at break- 
neck speed and with marvelous efficiency. Dur- 
ing peace, our hands seem to be palsied, and 
absent seems our genius for accomplishment. In 
view of the misery the housing shortage is caus- 
ing from coast to coast, $65,000,000 is a paltry 
sum, yet the RFC quibbles. 

Moreover, the investment of that money in 
prefabricated housing may easily turn out to 
be a brilliant investment. There are many, in- 
deed, who think that mass production of hous- 
ing is the great industry of the future, which will 
yield returns comparable to the magnificent rise 
of the automobile industry. The encouragement 
which Wyatt wants to give to prefabricated 
housing may be just the thing it needs to get 
started. 

The President should cut the red tape that 
binds the Housing Expediter. He should uphold 
his hand against piddling obstructionism from 
other Government departments. The President 
should interest himself in every phase of the 
country’s No. 1 problem, to show that a people 
who can perform prodigies in war can perform 
at least adequately in peace. 

For the President to take a vigorous, even a 
crusading, interest in the tragic housing situation 
would earn the people’s admiration and grati- 
tude.

St. Louis’s Lesson to Washington 


Not for the first time, an episode in local 
government makes one wish national affairs pro- 
ceeded with equal good sense. In St. Louis, 
Walter W. Head, chairman of the Citizens Bond 
Issue Committee, announces that only urgent in- 
vestments in sewers, airport improvement and 
better fire protection will be made now. Other 
authorized work will wait until materials and la- 
bor are easier and until costs are lower. Thus 
the taxpayer will get more for his money, and 
the jobs and mill orders will be postponed un- 
til they are needed. 

President Truman's similar postponement of 
Federal public works brought howls and threats 
from pork-hungry Congressmen and pressure 
from the pork-slicing bureaus. So, without know- 
ing to what extent real urgency may justify the 
step, Mr. Truman has restored $165,000,000 of 
the deferred work. And, having yielded thus 
far, pressure is redoubled to make him restore 
the remaining $535,000,000. 

We hear no howl about St. Louis’s postpone- 
ment. Everyone can see that our own money is 


involved, our own labor and materials supply 
and future public works backlog. It is harder 
to grasp that the nation is the sum of its com- 
munities, that St. Louis’s frugality in this emer- 
gency is also right policy for the United States. 
It is the truth nevertheless, and it will be dis- 
regarded in Washington only to the grave detri- 
ment of all the St. Louises.

Not to be outdone by the CIO, the AFL Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union reversed itself and 
voted unanimously not even to discuss the 
Toledo plan with Mayor Kaufmann, Interestingly 
enough, and significantly, it chose election night 
for the rebuff. 

The plan “may work in Ohio,” said one dele- 
gate, “but we have no trouble with management 
here.” That’s big news which the reporters 
Have missed. Has St. Louis had no serious labor 
disputes since the end of the war? And no 
strikes? We seem to recall some. Industrial re- 
lations here are comparatively tranquil at the 
moment, it is true, and most people hope they 
will continue so. But it is hardly time yet to 
proclaim the millennium. 

“We will make the decisions in this body on 
matters concerning labor and not have them 
made elsewhere,” said another delegate. An- 
other: “We don’t need someone to butt into our 
affairs who doesn’t know anything.” And still 
another: The Toledo plan “would lead to some- 
thing we do not like.” In other words, the war 
is private, and outsiders can keep their noses out. 


But outsiders will not keep their noses out, 
because they are no longer outsiders. Innocent 
bystanders, sometimes whole communities, are 
battered in labor-management melees. Witness 
the recent tribulations of Granite. City. Labor 
leaders may whistle bravely, but the fact re- 
mains that the public meanwhile beeomes in- 
creasingly concerned in labor problems. Along 
with some other sentiments, that concern was 
expressed by preponderant majorities in ballot 
boxes the length and breadth of this land. 


“Something we do not like.” Does this spokes- 
man mean that, unlike his fellow unionists in 
Toledo and Louisville and in other cities which 
have industrial peace plans, he’d send his men 
to the picket line rather than negotiate peace 
through the good offices of a local ae 
committee? If so, he is not going to like the 
sequel. 

If local peace-making continues to fail, terms 
will assuredly come from Washington. Certain 
members of the new congressional majority are 
already making patterns for a legislative strait- 
jacket which would make home-grown mediation 
appear the very essence of easy comfort. Are 
the AFL delegates eager to don that confining 
garment? Are their rank-and-file members? 

Coming while the ballot count was still in 
progress, the AFL’s repudiation suggests Marie 
Antoinette’s proposal that the people eat cake 
if they can't get bread. That sort of thing is 
expected from the bitter-end Bourbons of cap- 
italism. But one would have thought that men 
who have come up the hard way, labor leaders 
who are supposed to retain the common touch, 
would have been shrewder.

Those who explain political happenings in 
terms of personal] devils are saying that Presi- 
dent Truman’s man, Axtell, lost because Kansas 
City voters were tired of Mr. Truman himself, 
and that the sweeping Republican victory in 
St. Louis is a means of punishing Democratic 
National Chairman Hannegan. Now will some- 
one please explain why Washington County, 
Tenn., one of the most formidable of all Repub- 
lican strongholds, went Democratic for the first 
time since the Civil War? Could the residence 
therein of Republican National Chairman B.

Most Americans felt good last Sunday upon 
reading that President Truman had ordered ad- 
mission into this country of 46 Estonians who 
had fled Russia for Sweden, been driven out of 
there by an official Soviet protest, and made 
their way in small sloops to Miami. 

The glow of self-righteousness is hardly justi- 
fied. The number is too small compared with 
the hundreds of thousands of displaced and 
stateless persons in Europe. 

Now the proposal is made that we admit Baltic 
refugees, on a large scale, to Alaska. Why not? 
They are industrious, intelligent people, inured 
to a rigorous climate, and Alaska needs them, 
The Territory of Alaska voted last week to apply 
for statehood. But the territory has only 80,000 
people, and the referendum on statehood evoked 
only 15,000 votes, pro and con. 

This is about the same population as St. 
Joseph or East St. Louis, and there is a question 
whether such a small number of people should 
exercise the political leverage of statehood. 

For strategic reasons, the United States needs 
a populous Alaska. The expedient and humane 
way, and the traditional American way, is to let 
in immigrants. And they needn't be limited to 
Balts. The melting pot as a crucible of citizen- 
ship can work as well in Alaska as it worked in 
the continental United States.

Brion Gysin has written the story of Har- 
riet Beecher Stowe’s Uncle Tom, who in 
real life was Josiah Henson. But Gysin’s 
book is more than straight biography, for 
in the telling he purposefully points out 
those flaws which have made any fawning, 
subservient Negro of succeeding years the 
butt of the epithet, “Uncle Tom.” 

Author Gysin puts it better: “This book 
is about Uncle Tom, the man and the sym- 
bol, and inevitably, therefore, it is an at- 
tempt to analyze the society which created 
him. It is not a book against any indi- 
vidual; nor is it a book against the original 
Uncle Tom, Josiah Henson: but it is a book 
against the attitude to which the term, 
Uncle-Tomism, has come to be applied.”

Because Mrs. Stowe killed Uncle Tom in 
her book, it has been hard for many people 
to accept the real Uncle Tom as anything 
but a pretender. But in actuality he lived 
through the years of avery, escaped to 
Canada with his family, and lived in sub- 
sequent freedom until the age of 94, 

Horn in slavery June 15, 1789, on the 
Newman estate in Maryland, sold on the 
auction block when he was only six (but 
finally returned to his mother when he be- 
came ill), Josiah Henson worked himaelf 
into favor with the white folks in the big 
house until he was made overseer over his 
own people. And here was that first spark 
of speciousness—that for “practical rea- 
sons’ and in order to “help his people,” he 
courted favor and became the menial, 
tractable servant always—no matter what 
the issue-—even if it meant dissuading the 
sinves when they had a chance to escape. 

Later in life, after he had become a 
minister in the Methodist-Episcopal Church 
and had accumulated enough money to bid 
his master a last “good night,” and suc- 
cessfully escaped to Canada, he made raids 
into slave territory and brought back 118 
ex-slaves—possibly to assuage his com 
seience,

Brion Gysin devotes over half of his book 
to Henson's activities as head of Dawn In- 
stitute in Canada. In order to obtain funds 
for this Negro colony, Henson traveled to 
sympathetic northern cities and to England. 
On such a trip in 1849, he met Mrs. Stowe 
in Massachusetts and told her his story. 
She picked up the details of his plantation 
slavery days and planned to write a short 
story, but it grew until it became “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin.” Josiah Henson profited by 
the fame he thus gained: in Washington 
he was received by President Hayes and 
in England by Queen Victoria. Yet in sum- 
ming up such a character who lives hypo- 
critically in both the white world and the 
Negro world, Gysin writes: 

“Behind the Uncle Tom disguise ig a 
dangerous man who leads his people no 
where, Forced into patterns of their own 
which make it increasingly difficult for 
contact to exist between the races, Uncle 
Tom walks a tightrope over this chasm. 
... He is alive today under many disguises, 
He is the so-called leader subventioned by a 
section of society eager to use him as their 
tool. ... No action led by him... nothing 
attained through his intercession will ever 
be a step toward solution. ... It will bea 
great day when we can shout together, 
‘Uncle Tom is dead!’”

Following his illness last spring, 
Arnold was ordered by physicians 
to “take it easy.” He complied for 
a few weeks, but then returned 
to his desk. 

Yesterday he put in a full day 
supervising Journal editions carry- 
ing elections returns. He returned 
to the Milwaukee Athletic Club for 
the party in the evening. 

Arnold for several months had 
been making plans for the A.P. 
Managing Editors’ Association an- 
nual convention Nov. 27-30 at Los 
Angeles, at which he would have 
presided. 

Arnold was a member of the 


American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, Sigma Delta Chi, national 
professional journalism fraternity, 
the Milwaukee Press Club, and the 
Masonic order. He attended the 
University of Wisconsin for three 
years. 

Survivors include his widow and 
a daughter, Suzanne. Funeral 
services will be at 2:30 p.m.

LIVERPOOL, England, Nov. 7 
(AP) Dr. C. F. Garbett, Arch- 


bishop of York, proposed today 
freeing the Church of England 
‘from government controls because 
Paliament “no longer consists of 
churchmen.” 

| “With the growth of the totali- 
itarian state,” he asserted in an ad- 
dress at the Liverpool diocesan 
conference, “It is possible that in 
ithe future only those would be 
chosen for ecclesiastical posts who 
supported the government of the 
day.” 

Dr. Garbett said “freedom of the 
church was’ precarious,” and 
added: “The House of Commons 
has neither the time nor the wish 
to deal with the worship of the 
church. Some method must there- 
fore be found to enable changes 
to receive the royal assent without 
debates in Parliament.” 

In a speech before a Liverpool 
luncheon club, Dr. Garbett spoke 
of his recent visit to the Soviet 
Union where he had been im- 
pressed, he said, by “a genuine re- 
ligious revival.” The church in 
Russia today has a_ greater 
amount of freedom than under the 
czars, he reported.

Kelly, Hague, Pendergast and 

Tammany all got it in the neck. 
' Tennessee’s Ed Crump weath- 
ered this storm by helping put 
over a Democratic Senator and 
Governor, but he saw rough going 
ahead. 

Mayor Edward ¥. Kelly of Chi- 
cago, chieftain in the Cook county 
Democratic wigwam, took such a 
severe pushing around that Re- 
publicans have high hopes of end- 
ing his 16-year-old dynasty in the 
spring mayotalty election. 

A summary of what the G.O.P. 
did to Kelly’s organization: They 
unseated four Democratic Con- 
gressmen in Cook county, defeated 
an incumbent Democratic Repre- 
sentative-at-large, and- won the 
major county office contests, in- 
cluding the patronage-dispensing 
post of sheriff. - 

It was through victories in im- 
portant county jobs that the -Re- 


publicans hoped to undermine 
Kelly still further. These posts 
give precinct workers greater in- 


centive to go after him in the may- 
oralty campaign. 

Republican Gov. Dwight H. 
Green attributed the victory over 
the Kelly machine to its own 
“ruthless” rule and to the “follies” 
of the Democratic Administration 
in Washington. 

Effect on Tammany. 


Tammany, or what's left of it 
after many reorganizations, fell 
dismally short of its past triumphs 
in New York City, where its habit 
was to turn in majorities suffi- 
cient to overcome upstate Repub- 
lican margins. 

Gov. Thomas Dewey not only 
rolled up a record vote for re- 
election, but his senatorial run- 
ning mate, Irving M. Ives, former 
| State Assembly leader, knocked 
over the great Democratic vote- 
getter of New Deal days, Herbert 
H. Lehman. 

Five of the six Republican gains 
from Democratic House candi- 
dates were marked up in the met- 
ropolitan area—three in Queens,

Coal production is running cur- 
rently at the rate of about 12 
million tons a week or two mil- 
lion tons a day.

The report 
added that_ “labor and manage- 
ment share a great responsibility 
for maintaining output as a pri- 
mary means of preventing run- 
away prices.” 

The need for full-scale output 
is still urgent, and, with the 
hastening of the elimination of 
price and wage controls, this need 
for volume production is  in- 
creased, the report said. 

Production generally has been 
maintained at or near peak levels 
in spite of the serious limitations 
on output experienced by many in- 
dustries as a result of material

-sion of Russia, so it is generally 


contended, gave to the millions of 
German soldiers who for a time 
got inside the Soviet Union a 
glimpse of a still relatively back- 
ward country where, whatever the 
reasons, the standard of living 
was extraordinarily low, 

Every Russian front veteran 
with whom this correspondent 
talked matter-of-factly commented 
on the poverty he saw in the 
Soviet Union. Such comments, 
repeated again and again, have 
undoubtedly proved a handicap 
to the Germn Communist party, 
which inevitably is linked in peo- 
ple’s minds with Soviet Russia. 

Expulsion Big Factor, ; 

Added to that, the expulsion 
of several million Germans from 
Soviet-controlled eastern Europe 
has produced a bitterness against 
the Soviet Union, and concurrently 
against Communism, that it will 
take at least a generation to erad- 
icate. 

The widely-publicized excesses 
of Russian troops in the first 
days of their victory will not be 
soon forgotten, but the fact that 
Germans from v&ast areas have 
been sent from their homes and 
are now crowded into the im- 
poverished war-wrecked Western 
zones is of more long-continuing 
political significance. 

In the third place, the Goebbels 
propaganda of hate against the 
Russians and Bolshevism took 
deep root in the German mind 
and heart. The war and ita after- 
maths have nurtured that feeling. 

Moreover, 
feat and despair, the Germans, 
many at least, are even more na- 
tionalist than before. They would 
tend to reject any politieal move- 
ment tied so directly to another 
country as Communism is tied to 


the Soviet Union. 

And finally, to anyone from the 
Western Allies, many Germans, 
honestly or not, insist that they 
have had enough of dictatorship, 
that Communism is just another 
colored brand of the totalitarian- 
ism they lived under for 12 disas- 
trous years, and’ that they want 
nothing to do with a party that 
doesn’t fit into the framework of 
Western-style Democracy. 

Can’t Be Written Off Yet. 

Nevertheless, it would be ex- 
tremely premature to write off 
the Communist party in the Brit- 
ish zone. It is quite generally the 
most articulate political group in 
most industrial communities, It 
can be certain to acquire ready- 
made propaganda material from 
the growing impatience and bit- 
terness of the population toward 
the British occupation authorti- 
ties. And, unlike the situation in 
the American. zone where party 
newspapers are not allowed, it 
publishes its own  vigorously- 
edited papers. 

Meanwhile, a good deal of po- 
litical speculation in the British 
zone continues to revolve around 
the future course of the Chris- 
tian Democratic Union. Broad 
enough to embrace ex-Nazi, con- 
servative clericals and socialis- 
tically minded radicals, it has a 
hard time agreeing on a continu- 
ing program, and there is a wi 
spread belief that its left and 
right wings will break apart and 
form separate parties. 

However that may be, there is 
little likelihood that the Commun- 
ists will gain thereby. But the 
Social Democrats, crowding close 
on the heels of the CDU, view 
the prospect of its breakup with 
great pleasure, for they fully ex- 
pect that they will eventually in- 
herit a good part of the restless 
CDU left wing.

Next, Helfand charged, Nickel 
forged acheck for $9200 and asked 
Rappaport to cash it. Rappaport 
carried the scheme even further 
the attorney said, by bringing in 
confederates who quickly pushed 
him out of the picture and the 
$900,000 embezzlement scheme be- 
gan to flower. 

Arraigned also on forgery and 
grand larceny charges and re- 
leased in $25,000 bail yesterday 
were Joseph Milstein, a general 
merchandise dealer, and Isadore 
Cohen, known as “Izzy the Eel,” a 
dress manufacturer, whose al- 
leged roles were not oytlined in 
detail by Helfand.

Purported Washington Link Said 
to Be Unearthed. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7 (INS)—The 
New York Daily Mirror said yes- 
terday evidence has been un- 
earthed purporting to link the un- 
derworld group involved in the 
swindle with powerful Washington 
political figures. 

The paper said that Jimmy Col- 
lins, who is sought in connection 
with the swindle, professed to 
have enough prestige in Washing-

C10 GUILD ON STRIKE 
AT TWO NEWSPAPERS 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 7 (AP) 
—The 577 CIO American News- 
paper Guild members of the Phila- 
delphia Record and Camden 
(N.J.), Courier-Post went on strike 
today over wage and other de- 
mands in a new contract. 

Management of the two news- 
p:.pers said they expected to con- 
tinue publication by using execu- 
tives to fill posts normally held 
by Guild members, 

Arthur Riordan, secretary of 
ANG Local 10, said Guild mem- 
bers on the Record voted 235 to 
119 and the Courier-Post 63 to 48 
in favor of the strike “unless man- 
agement proposals are made that 
w.il give real hope for peaceful 
and adequate settlement.” 

The Guild originally sought a 
$100 a week minimum wage for 
experienced reporters but later 
scaled down demands to $88, It 
seeks also a five-day, 35-hour week 
instead of a five-day 40-hour 
week: four weeks’ vacation for 
employes of three years’ service or 
longer; a 10 per cent night dif- 
ferential and “length of service” 
increases of 5 per cent or $3 a 
week, whichever is larger, for each 
year, and severance pay for any 
employe resigning. 

J David Stern, publisher of the 
Record, said in a statement to em- 
ployes of the two papers last week 
the company had offered a 12 per 
cent increase which would amount 
to $10 a week for those making 
$75.01 or more weekly. In addition, 
Stern’s statement said, the com- 
pany proposed a 5 per cent dif- 
ferential for night work. 

The management’s offer was re- 
jected and the Guild scheduled a 
strike for Oct. 31, but on the eve 
of the walkout voted to postpone 
the strike a week while negotia- 
tions continued, 

Riordan said the latest negotia- 
tions were broken off with the 
management of the two papers 
yesterday after the local unit 
made its third counter-proposal in 
two days. He declined to say what 
the proposal included. 

He said the Camden unit later 
votea to make its strike motion 
unanimous but the Record unit 
did not. 

Michael S. Harris, president of 
the CIO Industrial Union Council 
of Philadelphia, pledged the coun- 
cil’s support of the strike. 


Two Detroit Papers Publish After 
Delay.in Dispute, 


DETROIT, Nov. 7 (AP)—Publi- 
cation of Detroit’s two afternoon 
newspapers, the Times and the 
News, was resumed shortly after 
noon today after a delay of several 
hours due to a labor dispute, 

Managing Editor William Lampe 
of the Hearst Times said mechan- 
ical department employes went 
back to work at noon following 
union discussions of stalled nego- 
tiations on a new city-wide con- 
tract. 

Distribution of the News, which 
had been held up through two edi- 
tions, also began. The Times 
missed three editions. 

The first edition of the Hearst 
Times was held up when mechan- 
ical department employes recon- 
vened a recessed union meeting 
to discuss stalemated negotiations 
for a new city-wide contract. Only 
a few copies of the independent 
News's first edition were printed. 

Kenneth Colburn, chairman of 
the News chapel of the AFL In- 
ternational Typographical Union, 
said the first edition was halted 
by the News management because 
of a “gentleman’s agreement” 
with the Times management not 
to publish when either newspaper 
is affected by a labor dispute. 

A management spokesman for 
the Times said “every effort is 
being made to resume publication” 
and added that composing room 
employes were only’ milling 
around. 

News composing room men 
worked as usual and Colburn said 
the pressmen were awaiting word 
to resume their run. 

A statement by the News man- 
agement said its early editions 
“have been delayed due to a labor 
dispute affecting all three Detroit 
papers. Publication will be re- 
sumed as soon as possible.”

_ LABOR > CAUSE 


WHAT IS IT? WHERE DOES LABOR WANT TO GO 


Whar: does American Labor want to go? 
‘Towards Socialism? ‘Towards the corporative 
state? Or, towards a vital productive America 
based on the marriage of political democracy 
and competitive capitalism? 


These are the basic questions raised by the 
November issue of FORTUNE magazine. 
They are vital questions now that both bascism 
and Communist Socialism have amply proved 
their inability to preserve human liberties. 


On the evidence of 1946 the U. S. is up 
against a fundamental issue of group power 
that can no more be dodged or avoided than 
could the question of the power of big busi- 
ness. In the case of business, reform was evolu- 
tionary in character. The Interstate Com- 
merce Act, the Sherman Anti-Trust Laws, the 
Federal Reserve §ystem, the Truth in Securi- 
ties Act, were all steps along the way towards 
hitting business into the framework of a com- 
petitive democratic society. In the case of the 
newly risen power of labor, reform has been 
practically non-existent. We live not so much 
in the consciousness of rules broken as of 
there being no rules at all.

Whisr is needed is the application of a broad 
political and social philosophy. - The task of 
defining that philosophy and of applying it is 
not made easier by the almost total lack on the 
part of labor of any consistent theory of society 
—specifically by its inability to make up its 
mind about capitalism. Blessed with great 
resources the U. S. under capitalism achieved 
the highest standards of living in the world, 
raised its real wages sixfold between 1840 and 
1930, and maintains them today at a level at 
least 50 per cent higher than in any other 
country. The defects of capitalism have 
been equally obvious —the sweat-shop, the 
dispossessed, the taut production lines 
that reduce work to a monotonous inhuman 
performance. 


American trade-unionism was a direct and 
necessary reflex to these conditions. Yet to a 
degree not usually noticed and with effects 
that have been far-reaching, American union- 
ism has carried with it echoes of the class 
struggle and of Marxian dogma. By day union 
leaders argue with an employer about wage 
advances; by night and in the union meeting 
the same employer becomes a “chiseler,” and 

“exploiter,” the tool of the “bloated” corpora-

tion. All this may be put down to smart trade- 
union tactics if one is willing to admit the 
profound cynicism that men in positions of 
great power simply do not mean what they say 
and do not say what they mean, But, cynicism 
aside, the fact that trade-unionism so often 
declares war on the entire capitalist process — 
while presenting no clear-cut utopia of its own 
—creates nothing but stalemate and confusion. 


The confusion begins at the level of the in- 
dividual firm where management is paid to 
run a business for profit whereas the trade- 
union leader is to some degree the representa- 
tive of a cause — a cause that spreads far be- 
yond the interest of the individual frm. The 
confusion compounds at the level of high ec- 
onomic policy. The object of any economic 
system ought to be to raise the standards of 
living of all of its members. As Bernard 
Baruch once remarked, “You do not dis- 
tribute wealth. You distribute poverty.” It 
is natural that trade-union leaders, especially 
for organizational purposes, should concen- 
trate on the question of redistribution. Yet in 
doing so they can disrupt that whole delicate 
adjustment of prices, costs, and profits, on 
which a market economy depends. 


Profits form a tiny fraction of the total na- 
tional income — in 1945 something like 7 per 
cent. Yet profit expectations are also the spark- 
plug of the capitalist system. Not only do they 
determine the volume of production and em- 
ployment that an individual firm will under- 
take and whether it will stay in business at all, 
but they are also an essential indicator of 
where savings should be invested. Capitalism 
without a free flow of profits is as contradic- 
tory as capitalism without a free movement of 
prices. It is a steam engine without its es- 
sential governor. 


It follows that labor’s war on profits, if car- 
ried through to the bitter end, is a war of ex- 
termination. Even though not pushed through 
to this conclusion, labor's drive on profits can 
boomerang against labor’s own self-interest. 
The irony of 1946 was that after months of 
bitter struggle and turmoil real wages were no 
higher than at the beginning of the year. 
What labor forgot was that without rising 
man-hour production, advances in wage rates 
would force price rises that benefit nobody. 
The great hope of 1947 is that this truth has 
been so clearly demonstrated that union 
leaders will in fact concentrate on production 
rather than on the futile attempt to divide a 
pie before it exists. Indeed they must do so if 


all the fine talk about maintaining a full- 
employment high-production economy is to 
come to anything.

The alternative to trying to maintain such an 
economy on a free basis is, of course, some 
form of collectivism. And, the fact might as 
well be faced that in deed, as well as in hot- 
tempered word organized labor i is monopolistic 
and even collectivist in its tendencies. To the 
extent that unions make up for the inability of 
the individual worker to match the bargaining 
power of the employer, they are fulfilling a jus- 
tified function. What has been alarming of 
late has been labor’s enthusiasm not for restor- 
ing and broadening the free market but for 
constricting it — witness labor's enthusiasm for 
the NBA, its zeal almost to the end for the 
OPA, and its reliance on government controls 
in general, 


But would organized labor like a totally 
“planned” economy if it got it? Just to ask the 
question is to answer it. Socialism or the cor- 
porative-state idea means that strikes become 
strikes against the government. It hlso means 
that an entrenched bureaucracy not only con- 
trols prices and wages but through that very 
control decides how resources shall be used 
and where and how men shall work. We do 
not believe that the facts in any sense warrant 
such a retreat towards the “servile state.” 


What is needed is not a hysterical prohibi- 
tion of strikes or campaign of union busting 
but a bits-and-pieces program of reform con- 
ceived on a coherent body of principles. Such 
a program would begin with the assumption 
that under competitive capitalism the economic 
functions of government are limited. Gov- 
ernment should enforce competition; it should 
attempt to maintain a tolerably stable dollar; 
and it may well manage a growing program of 
social security. But government cannot do 
everything. So far as labor is directly con- 
cerned, the principles of reform might be 
summed up as follows: 


Minimize the direct intervention of govern- 
ment in labor disputes. 


When disputes must be carried to Wash- 
ington, have machinery ready that will not 
operate at cross-purposes. The White House 
is not the place to arrive at settlements. 


Remedial legislation is needed to correct 
some of the most flagrant union abuses and 
to rectify the imbalance between unions and 
management before the law created by the 
Norris-La Guardia Act and the Wagner 


Act. 


Though the Sherman Anti-Trust Act under 
present interpretation of the law cannot be 
directly applied to unions, legislation might 
be devised that would embody its philosophy. 
The basic aim of the Sherman Act is to pre- 
vent restraint of trade and collusion among 
producers,

Sucu principles will not satisfy those who 
want an overnight ticket to utopia. They 
might, however, if seriously applied, provide 
a step toward better industrial relations. But 
the letter killeth and the spirit giveth life. In 
the end no legislative program will work un- 
less men wish it to-work. Not the law but the 


misuse of the law has been at the root of most 
of our difficulties. The worst intellectual sin 
of trade-unionism has been not only its failure 
to define where it wishes to go but to confuse 
ends and means, Organization to raise work- 
ing standards within the framework of a going 
system is one thing. Organization for organiza 
tion's sake is quite another, 


But what is true for unions is likewise true 
for management. The credentials of compet: 
itive capitalism are not that it is some im- 
mutable God-given system, but simply that 
to date it is one viable means for getting the 
work of the world done without that overcon- 
centration of economic power that spells the 
end of human liberties, It iswhen ends are mis- 
taken for means that human society falters. 
It is only as the ends of man are reafirmed 
that this nation will retain what Wendell 
Willkie once defined as the “faith that is 
America.”

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 
W E came down from Hyde 
Park Sunday evening, and 
Monday at 9 a.m. I was back 
in the Hotel Pennsylvania at a 
delegates’ meeting. The discus- 
sion was quite animated. I often 
wonder whether all the other dele- 
gations have as many different 
shades of opinion and as many 
different points of view as we 
have. The fact that our State De- 
partment gives us a great deal of 
help and many valuable back- 
ground papers sometimes gives us 
a chance to find fault with them. 
This happans primarily ‘when 
the State Department assumes 
that we have more knowledge on 
some particular item than we 
have, which results in our not 
understanding some of the mate- 
rial that has been prepared. How- 
ever, out of it all, we get much 
information, good discussion, and, 
I think, eventually a good under- 
standing among the delegates of 
what they, as a whole, think the 
President and the. Secretary of 
State want to have expressed as 
being the position of the United 
States. 


AFTER THE delegates’ meet- 
ing came a long meeting with my 
advisers, so I had only a brief 
period of freedom before starting 
for the afternoon meeting of Com- 
mittee No. 3 out at Lake Success. 
I manager, however, to give Fala 
a short walk, which is a thing I 
zarely find time to do these days. 

I still have to learn to express 
myself clearly enough so that my 
colleagues do not attribute to me 
positions that I have really not 
taken. 

Monday afternoon we had quite 
a long argument on procedure and 
I made the suggestion that we be 
asked whether we wanted a gen- 
eral debate or the immediate tak- 


ing up of the charter of the Inter- 
national Refugee Organization. 
In the latter case, the debate 
would take place on each point 
as it came up in the charter. If 
the committee voted for a general 
debate, we should then decide 
wheher we wished the general de- 
bate limited and how that was to 
be done. 

I really expressed no preference 
at all, but my Brazilian colleague 
immediately attributed to me a 
desire for as full a debate as pos- 
sible. In realtiy, of course, I 
wanted the committee to have 
a general debate if that was the 
majority desire. But I was try- 
ing to bring out at the same time 
that with 51 members on our com- 
mittee, and with every speech 
having to be translated once and 
sometimes twice, a general debate 
could last a very long time. Yet, 
we are supposed to wind up the 
assembly before the middle of 
December, at least, that is the 
hope I have heard expressed on 
a number of oocasions. 

* * > 

IT IS TRUE, of course, that 
we are acting on the reports sent 
us by the Economic and Social 
Council and on that body only 18 
nations are represented, There- 
fore, on our full committee there 
are 33 nations that have not be- 
fore had an opportunity to say 
how they feel, not only about the 
findings of the Economic and So- 
cial Council but about the prob- 
lems as a whole. They may well 
differ with the fundamental prem- 
ises that are being advanced by 
a Economic and Social Coun- 
cil. ! 

The only way to save time is 
for all of us who have been 
heard in the Council to use words 
sparingly, and show consideration 
for the rights and privileges of 
the others.

ITH meat too high to indulge 
Wi: to the point where we can 
find it an economical and an 
adequate source of high quality 
protein, it is mecessary as it 
always has been and perhaps will 
be to look elsewhere for muscle 
and blood building foods that will 
also give us a sense of complete 
satisfaction, And a big bowlful 
of hot steaming Minestra adds up 
to just that kind of food.

Add 
these sauteed vegetables with the 
next five ingredients and cook 
until all are tender and beans 
are as tender as ‘mush, Season 
with salt, pepper and thyme—be 
gure thyme is added by pinches.

Kochiki Mikimoto, Almost 90, Is Still Active Head 
of Industry That Was World-Wide Before War 
-- Found Way to Help Nature Develop Pearls

TOKYO, Nov. 7. 


OCHIKI MIKIMOTO, father 
Ke the cultured pearl and who 

as such has been called the 
Henry Ford of the pearl industry, 
at almost 90 is still attending to 
every detail of his business which 
was global before the war, and 
will be again in the not too dis- 
tant future. 

For obvious reasons, Mikimoto 
was out of the American public 
eye during the war years even 
though countless American wom- 
en still wore necklaces that had 
their origin in Mikimoto’s pearl 
farms. 

Pearls as you know are brought 
into being by a foreign object get- 
ting into oysters. The oyster, to 
protect itself, covers the irritation 
with a secretion and in the course 
of time a pearl is born, But 
nature, being a profligate crea- 
ture, uninterested ,n material 
wealth, went for centuries making 
pearls in a hit or miss way, de- 
pendent entirely on accident, At 
22—almost 68 long years ago— 
Mikimoto wondered why he 
couldn’t help nature by injecting 
irritants into myriads of oysters, 
producing multitudes of pearls. 
On an island off Toba—which 
later Mikimoto named Shinju- 
Shima, Pearl Island—the young 
man went to work, and after 
years of failures, found the way 
to success, In 1913 he was able to 
place on the market pearls of a 
perfection appealing to the fas- 
tidious taste of buyers from all 
over the world. '

I have just finished an across- 
Japan trip to visit Mikimota. As 
we chugged across the waters to- 
wards the landing, a small man 
with iron gray hair came running 
down a steep hill towards the 
dock, As we approached, he 
waved his black derby hat up and 
down, and his kimonoed figure 
was erect and vigorous. With a 
deep bow and broad smile, the 
Japanese greeted us—89-year-old 
Mikimota. 

Undoubtedly one of the world’s 
most modest millionaires, and 
probably living more simply than 
any other, is this extremely vital 
man. His home is a sma]! Japa- 
nese wooden house on a hill over- 
looking the waters where his 
pearls are planted.

The pearls 
produced by the rest are put to 
such severe grading and testing, 
that only 4 to 5 per cent ever 
actually reach the market, 

Before the war, Mikimoto had 
12 pearl cultivating farms, 11 of 
which were in Japan, and one at 
Palau Island. 


These “farms” covered 40,830 
acres, and 5,000,000 pearls were 
cultivated each year, although as 
I said before, that didn’t mean 
that many pearls were produced. 
In Paris, London, Bombay and 
Johannesburg, and in practically 
every jewelry shop in the United 
States, Mikimoto pearls were sold. 

During the war the Japanese 
Government prohibited all pro- 
duction of pearls for ornamenta- 
tion, and allowed only that for 
medicinal purposes. Ground pearls 
were used in patent medicines, 

The “Pearl King” has earned 
more money than anyone else 
in the Nagoya finance bureau 
area over the past year. He was 
estimated to have earned 2,000,000 
yen in the past fiscal year, ap- 
proximately $400,000.
